Mashing up a new chapter of artistic infringement 


BY WAGING A WAR OF LITI- 

gation on file sharers and copyright 
infringers, the Recording Industry 
Association of America has unwit- 
tingly created a new kind of protest 
art. Mash-tips—digitally knitted- 
together compositions made up of 
two or more popular songs—are 
anti-authoritarian folk music for a 

generation whose “establishment” is 

re represented by corporate intellectu- 
al-pro owners. 

goin perennial scenester 
David Bowie has sponsored a mash- 
up contest and there’s a show devot- 
ed to the genre on MTV Europe, 
some of the DJs and producers who 
create these millennial bootlegs are 
going mainstream. But most of the 

scene retains an underground nerd- 
outcast sensibility. “We're not sup- 
posed to be doing this—it’s like pro- 
hibition,” says Mysterious D, a DJ at 
San Francisco's all-mash-up club 
Bootie. “But at the same time, we’re 
not going to be limited by co; Tight 
laws when we create some ‘ 

Often called “bastard pop” or sim- 
ply “bootlegs,” mash-ups are as easy 
to perform as a rip-off of a Bob 
Dylan tune. Cheap audio software 
allows anyone with a half-decent 
computer to convert the act of copy- 
right infringement into something 
undeniably gorgeous and amusing 
by turns. Australian masher Dsico— 
who's been repeatedly threatened 
with legal action for his work— 
traces the style back to modernist art: 
“Much as Duchamp once drew a 
mustache ona copy of the Mona 
Lisa, bastard pop artists deface 
mainstream pop music.” New York 
University professor and copyright 
reformer Siva Vaidhyanathan calls 
the movement a combination of 
innovation and infringement, 
adding, “Some of the greatest inno- 
vators of the past 100 years were 
accused of being infringers.” 

The very structure of the music 
itself is a direct response to the con- 
ditions under which it’s made: lov- 
ingly assembled from pop sifted 
down off P2P networks, a Dsico cre- 
ation like “Compton Magic” (NWA 
vs. Olivia Newton-John) seems to 
echo the mixed-up, black-market 
cacophony of an eDonkey addict's 
music collection. 

Dodging lawyers’ cease and desist 
orders, mash-up DJs often change 
their names and move their music 
‘rom host to host in order to keep 
serving it up. But they soldier on, 
sharing tips and litigation horror sto- 
ries on Brit mash-up site Get Your 
Bootleg On (gybo.proboards4.com), 
partly in the that one day their 
efforts will change copyright law.

Mash-ups also spawn social mix- 
ing that mimics the genre's political 
agenda: at a recent mash-up event in 
Sarr Francisco, famous underground 
hackers mingled with locally known 
drag queens and wide-eyed indie 
rockers. And many bootlegs are 
explicitly designed to create mixes 
that cross racial or sexual identity 
lines—thus, a mash-up might com- 
bine a Village People song with 
something by Public Enemy. A kind 
of political hopefulness or idealism 
seems to animate many of these 
mixes. 

As a masher on GYBO recently 
posted, “Everything is illegal.” 
Under an LP. regime where artists 
feel like nothing goes, it seems that 
everything could. The infringement 
generation aims to mash up copy- 
right law in pursuit of better music. 
But it also has a chance to challenge 
social divisions more profound than 
the distinctions between hip-hop, 
tock and electroclash.

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Winning Juno 
Author Ted Barris elevates 
Canada’s D-Day history 


JUNO: CANADIANS AT D-DAY, 
JUNE 6, 1944 

By Ted Barris 

Thomas Allen Publishers

OBVIOUSLY, MOST OF US ARE 
aware that Canadians participated 
in the D-Day invasion at Normandy 
in WWII but, generally, says Ted 
Barris, author of Juno: Canadians at 
D-Day June 6, 1944, we don’t appre- 
ciate the magnitude of our country’s 
contribution to the operation. 

Barris is the author of 11 books, 
including the best selling Deadlock in 
Korea: Canadians at War 1950-1953 
and Behind the Glory: The Plan That 
Won The Allied Air War. In Juno, the 
Toronto journalism instructor and 
former Edmonton resident—he co- 
hosted CBC Television’s Monday 


Magazine and CBC Radio’s 
The Saturday Morning Show 
while living here—expands 
on the days before and after 
D-Day in what he describes 
as a necessary re-telling of 
the Juno Beach story from 

a Canadian perspective. 


What was your main 
motivation in writing Juno? 

The D-Day story has been told in 
film with everything from war 
diaries to Saving Private Ryan, but 
we tend not to look at Canada as an 


equal partner in this day. Indeed we 


were equal and beyond. For exam- 
ple, Canadian troops got farther 
inland than anybody on D-Day. 
Pierre Burton and others have 
suggested that Vimy, the battle in 
the First World War, was our com-

Just how 
important was 
the Canadian 
contribution to 
D-Day? 
We were involved in everything, 
[including] the decision to postpone 
by 24 hours, A Canadian weather 
reconnaissance navigator [reported] 
back to the Supreme Headquarters 
Allied Expeditionary Force that the 
weather was horrible. If they 
launched on June 5th, the casualties 
just from the inclement weather 
would’ve been catastrophic. 


We were among the first to go in. 
There were two Canadian 
minesweeping flotillas that were 
involved in clearing the English 
Channel so that 7000 ships could 
follow, bringing men and supplies, 
ammunition, artillery and tanks to 
the Normandy shores. 

Canadians were involved in the 
subterfuge and spoofing that went 
on to fool the Germans into think- 
ing the attack was going to happen 
at Calais. 

15, 000 Canadian infantrymen, 
tanks, and artillery landed on the 
beach and drove inland. So to deny 
Canadians the recognition of that 
achievement is to completely omit 


one of the three partners on the day. 


What did the Canadian force have 
going for it that allowed it to 
advance further than any other 
force and take that entire beach? 
[The tank troops] used a really 
interesting innovation that had 
been worked on in England—the 
swimming tank. They were able to 
launch the tanks from a landing 
craft at sea. As soon as the tracks of 

















the tanks hit the sand, down came 
the skirt and the gun was ready to 
fire. Forty of the tanks made it to 
shore and gave impetus to the 
infantry in driving up the beaches, 
through the towns, and into the 
countryside. That was one of the 
innovations that the Canadians 
were part of. 


Is there now an elevated interest 
amongst Canadians as to the coun- 
try’s war history? 

We are suddenly realising that that 
incredible generation of volunteers 
who went off to serve in the Second 
World War is fast fading away, and 
this is our last-chance to remember 
with them what they did. Maybe it’s 
the baby boomers sensing their 
mortality and wanting to know this 
stuff. It was their parent’s genera- 
tion’s story and we don’t brag about 
it as much as we should. 


What does the Juno Beach Centre 
in Courseulles-sur-Mer, France, the 
opening of which you discuss in 
the book, offer as commemoration 
of Canadian participation at D- 
Day? | 
It is perhaps the best military muse- 
um outside Canada. It pays tribute 
to Canadians’ contribution during 
the Second World War in every the- 
atre, not just in Normandy. I think 
what the Juno Beach Centre is 
attempting to do is to engender to 
inspire in French citizens today the 
same kind of awe and respect that 
the Dutch have for Canadians from 
the Second World War. gotoa 
cemetery or a cenotaph, any of the 
places in Holland where Canadians 
liberated the Dutch in the last year 
of the war, and the Canadians are 
considered saints.

SOMEWHAT OVERSHADOWED 
by the Works Art and Design 
Festival was a major art opening 
that requires its proper dues. 

It's become something of a cus- 
tom at the Edmonton Art Gallery to 
host fun, edgy, technical, and, yet, 
altogether accessible shows over the 
summer season. This year, the 
gallery took that tradition up a 
notch, attracting an A-list of art- 
world celebrities to its summer 
exhibition. 

Thriller is the EAG’s look at how 
movie culture, especially the sus- 
pense genre, has wound and 
gouged and burned itself into our 
brains. As acting exhibition and 
program manager Marna Bunnell 
explains, recruitment for the show 
went out much like a casting call. 

“(Curator Catherine Crowston] 
had an idea about looking at artists 
influenced by cinema,” says the 
Bunnell. “So she started looking 
across the country at people who 
were doing that. It’s a good theme 
to pull together these really top-cali-

bre artists,” 

The stars include Janet Cardiff 
and George Bures Miller from 
Lethbridge. In 2001, the duo’s 
sound and video installation work 
picked up a special jury prize at one 
of the most prestigious art gather- 
ings in the world, the Venice 
Biennale. Today the couple work 
out of Berlin and are considered 
among of the hottest things in 
mixed media. 

Their collaboration “The Muriel 
Lake Incident” is part of the Thriller 
collection. Through a scale model of 
an old-time movie house, the view- 
er watches a film-noir projection. 
Headphones provide the audio for, 
not just the film, but for a female 
voice that seems to emanate from 
the row behind. 

In an adjacent room of the art 
gallery, you'll find two short works 
by the much-touted Canadian film- 
maker Guy Maddin. “The Eye Like 
a Strange Balloon” is part of a BBC- 
commissioned series of films based 
on artwork. Maddin modeled his 
contribution after an 1882 charcoal 
sketch by Odilon Redon. The draw- 
ing, in turn, was one of several illus- 
trations used in a French translation 
of the works of Edgar Allen Poe. 

Maddin’s second piece, “The 
Heart of the World” is a parody of 
Soviet cinema in the silent age. The 
six-minute drama earned accolades 
when it premiered at the 25th 
anniversary of the Toronto 
International Film Festival. 

Thriller’s other highlights include

“Telephones” by New York artist 
Christian Marclay des of 
Hollywood film archives were 
pieced together to form one big, 
eerie telephone conversation: an 
istic jab at Wasssssaaaaap and its 
spinoffs. 
“Unbidden” by up-and-comer 
Jin-Me Yoon is a visual probe into 
the faceless Asian enemy e 
grown accustomed to in war 
movies. Allyson Clay's “Improper 


small video screens portraying the 
artist's peep into several well-lit 
Vancouver apartments. 

Perhaps one of the strongest 
pieces of the exhibit is Chloe Piene’s 
“Little David” in which a gaunch- 
clad kid shadowboxes while reciting 
the ravings of a convicted murderer. 

Video installation is the dominant 
medium in Thriller, but other forms 
haven't been left out. Mina Totino’s 
“Study after Zabriskie Point” is a 
painting series based on the final, 
explosive conclusion to the famous 
Michelangelo Antonioni film of 
1970. 

It and the other pieces take the 
concept of suspense a little bit fur- 
ther into the nether-reaches of our 
minds. 

“In all of the works, so much is 
about waiting for something to hap- 
pen,” describes Burnell. “The pieces 
suspend us, hold us ina moment 
that we have to fill in ourselves. It 
puts us as a character in each of 
those mysteries.”

Amy Saunders loves life on the street 


“WHEN I FIRST STARTED, I 
was in the freak show and it was 
very much RRRRRAAAHHH,” 
growls sword swallower, oddball 
host/MC and street performer 
Miss Behave (a.k.a. Amy 
Saunders) over the phone from 
her flat in London, England. “I 
will now freak you out, I will now 
scare you, and now, well... now 
that’s not really my cup of tea.” 
She laughs. “Now I find that, 
well, | don’t present the sword in 
a scary way: it’s done ina very 
comical way. And I enjoy that 
presentation.” 

We're supposed to be talking 
about a street performance miles 
away from her edgier cabaret act, 
but the conversation turns as it 
usually does. As an ex-member of 
the Kamikazee Freakshow, Miss 
Behave can certainly work up a 
routine for those with more, uh, 
sophisticated tastes. 

“Tt’s sort of very much a circus 
style of act,” she admits when 
pressed, “and also a freak show, 
so it’s very much a freaky, 
cabaret, late night oriented act. 
And it’s kind of evolving... and 
then I got into, and really loved 
the essence of street [performing]; 
I started doing that, so what I 
have now is a comedy act that’s 
suitable for the family. But it’s 
also an evolution, y’know, it’s 
constantly evolving. And | will 
put what I’ve learned in street 
back into what I do in 
cabaret.” 


A COMPLETE FREAK OUT 
So: back on track. What pro- 
voked the decision to start deal- 
ing in the family friendly “eccen- 
tric dancing, sword swallowing, 

and escapology” she'll bring to 
Edmonton for the Street 
Performers Festival from July 9 to 
18? 

“I saw a couple of street per- 
formers at the Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival, and they just blew my 
mind,” she explains. “Before that 
point Id associated street per- 
forming with shouting at people 
and juggling, neither of which is 
particularly my bag; it’s sort of 
mass entertainment. But then I 
saw this couple who really made 
me laugh a lot, they were getting 
quite dry, very funny and not 
being base.” 

Miss Behave seems to attach a 
lot.of impor- 
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tance to not wanting to be per- 
cieved as common or base, which 
she’s not. She actually carries 
some pretty heavy credentials, 
and not just as a specialized, exot- 
ic entertainer. Miss Behave is one 
of the last living female sword 
swallowers in the world; three 
years ago in Spain, she swallowed 
six swords in one go, nailing 
down the Guinness World 
Record, beating her own old 
record of five. 

“It’s a real speciality,” she says 
simply. “I’m very lucky to have 
trained for it, because I was very 
unaware of how rare it was. It 
means people will always want 
you to do it.” 

People all over the world have 
wanted her to do it; the sword 
swallowing is often a climax to 
her show, and her street perfor- 
mances have taken her as far 
afield as Asia, Europe, North 
America, New Zealand, Australia 
and England. The street act has 
also allowed her freedom to move 
beyond the limits of her other 
shows, whether in cabaret or as a 
hostess for business functions.

“Plus, I just love the concept of 
being outdoors and being free to 
experiment,” she interjects. “And 


’ also the constant appeal of the 
| psychology behind stopping peo- 


ple and how you do it, and how 
immediate the reaction is.” 
How do the audiences react? 
“The audiences are all very 
different,” she says with 
some amusement. “In 
Australia they like dan- 
ger, they like a 
big finale dan- 
en ger finish, 
_. whereas 


in Europe they’re much more 
open to a ‘wondering’ act; there 
isn’t necessarily a circle, an end- 
ing. There’s lots of reasons for 
that, one that Europe has a very 
rich culture, and also that they 
have a bunch of money they’re 
happy to put into that. It’s just 
styles of humour. You can get 
away with things in England 
which would leave me with no 
audience in Australia.” 

From freakshow to street act, 
Miss Behave can certainly say 
she’s run the gamut of perfor- 
mance. With one foot in each 


camp, it should come as no sur- 
prise that she has no patience for 
unbelievers. 

“You've still got this thing 
where some people sort of sneer 
when you say street performer. |t 
constantly amuses me,” she says 
with some heat. “These people 
are just in the dark, and you just 
think, well, ‘stay in the dark and 
you'll never know the beauty of 
what I’ve seen and where I get to 
work.’ Plus, yes, it’s fantastic to be 
travelling.”

20 years without a nap 
One crazed individual on her moveable feast

have to corral close to 40 performers 
for the 20th anniversary of the festival, 
but she’s also been uprooted, along 
with her staff, from their usual lodgings. 
With construction taking over Sir 
Winston Churchill Square, the Street 
Performers have been moved to 
Mcintyre Park at 103 st and 83 ave in 
Old Strathcona.

SUICIDE GIRLS HAS CERTAINLY 
breached its way into the main- 
stream. ms 

The Portland-born, now Los 
Angeles-based softcore-punk-pin- 
up-porn website has new members 
and new Girls every day, it’s gar- 
nered supportive (if not glowing) 
reviews from just about every print- 
ed news or entertainment ‘zine you 



















can think of—LA Weekly, Boston 
Phoenix, Atlanta Journal, Village Voice, 
Wired, Nerve, Spin, Rolling Stone, 
NME, MTV—and I heard a 12-year- 


—old kid (whose mom probably got 


his squeaky-clean “Punk Rocks!” t- 
shirt and pants with zippers drawn- 
on from WalMart) preaching the 
benefits of the three-year-old site to 
his awestruck pals on the LRT not 
two weeks ago. With their current 
10-week long tour of the Suicide 
Girls’ Live Burlesque Show, every- 
body knows about SG by now, it 
seems, but that isn’t how it started. 
“The inspiration for the site was 
always kinda my ode to the women 
of Portland—the girls were all 
friends of mine initially,” explains 
Missy Suicide, founder of SG and 
photographer for the site. “Just the 


girls’ inner beauty and how self-con- 
fident they were was something I 
thought a lot more women needed 
to see: that women could be com- 
fortable with their bodies that didn’t 
look like stick-thin, super-tall super- 
models or have the Pamela 
Anderson sort of look. My inspira- 
tion for the photos was always pin- 
up photography, and SG is likea 
moder, updated twist on it, and it’s 
my take on it.” 

Girls who model for the site talk 
about being celebrated for their 
beauty, having creative control over 
the way they represent themselves, 
and not bowing down to existing 
beauty standards or ideals. On the 
site, goth, punk and otherwise rebel- 
lious young women affirm their 
right not to look like Victoria’s 
Secret-issue silicon vessels. They 
post personal reflections alongside 
naughty, provocative and steamy 
photos to remind viewers that they 
are more than two-dimensional 
images. 

But what about the women who 
send in photos and don’t make it? 
The standards of beauty here might 
be different, but they do exist. Most 
of the girls on the site are lean or 
quite thin, and though they have tat- 
toos, piercings and multi-coloured 
dye jobs (none of which are so 
underground or rebellious any- 
more), their other female qualities 
still fall into the general ideals of 
what is attractive: big eyes, cute and 
sexy faces, pouty lips, perky tits, 
smooth supple bodies, and provoca- 
tive poses. Are they challenging 
existing beauty ideals, or simply 
pandering to a different audience? 


PORN, OGRE FREE? 
“The company was founded on 
the belief that creativity, personality 
and intelligence are not incompati-

more to offer than your average 


ble with sexy, compelling entertain- 
ment, and millions of people agree,” 
the site announces. So it must be the 
attitude that sets Suicide Girls apart 
Certainly, there is a level of self- 
awareness—cockiness almost—in 
most of the SGs that doesn’t exist in 
mainstream web pornography, (and 
really, the SGs might be “alterna- 
tive,” but it’s still pornography) but 
is that enough to warrant the praise 
and credibility the site has gar- 
nered? 

Over ten years ago in her speech 
“Pornography Happens to Women” 
American hardcore-radical 
xxxtreme feminist and writer 
Andrea Dworkin wrote: 

“Women’s lives are made two- 
dimensional and dead. We are flat- 
tened on the page or on the screen... 
In pornography we literally see the 
will of women as men want to expe- 
rience it. This will is expressed 
through concrete scenarios, the 
ways in which women’s bodies are 
positioned and used. We see, for 
instance, that the object wants to be 
penetrated; and so there is a motif in 
pornography of self-penetration... 
we are told all the time that pornog- 
raphy is really about ideas... the 
mouths of women in pornography 
do not express ideas...” 

These qualities Dworkin speaks 
out against are not the present with 
the SGs: while the site does feature 
numerous photos of coy young ladies 
with their hands in their panties, the 
models’ photos are accompanied by 
théir online journals and multiple 
forums, so as'to alleviate the.fwo- 


~dimensional stereotype, and the site 


pushes as equally the images of the 
girls—all fairly tame and innocent 
really, and none featuring male part- 
ners, predators, or penetrators—as it 
does the community the site has 
evolved into. 

“It’s not like anyone is taking 
advantage of anyone else,” says 
Missy Suicide, “the community is so 
vocal, and the site includes groups 
where people can interact on different 
areas of interest... it’s a place where 
like-minded people can interact, and 1 
think that adds a lot.” 

The SGs themselves are vocal too: 
they conduct interviews witha vari- 
ety of artists and celebrities, and have 
turned the site from mere photo gal- 
leries into a webzine that has a lot 








Playboy or Hustler. 


NUDITY COMMUNITY 
“It’s not really a passive sort of activi- 
ty,” Missy continues, “you can 
become so involved within it, it takes 
on kind of a life of its own... we really 
tried to make a place where people 
who are creative in all areas of life can 
come and express themselves and feel 
respected for sharing what they can to 
the community.” The SGs are also 
expected to have control over how 
their photos represent who they each 
are—expressing their will as they 
want to. 

“That's one of the best parts, I 
think, to all of us,” claims Pearl 
Suicide, a SG for about five months 
and one of the performers in the 
Suicide Girls’ Live Burlesque Tour, “I 
know some girls aren't as comfortable 
as others, so they do very teasing, 
seductive poses and don’t really show 
any graphic nudity. Other girls feel 
very comfortable with that, and they 
can go for it—but there’s no judg- 
ment placed on those extremes or 
anything in between, and that’s one 
of the main things that attracted me 
to working with SG, that I could 
choose what I wanted to do and it 
was up to me entirely.” 

But what else do you get for being 
a Suicide Girl? In addition to a (very) 
little bit of money for posting naked 
photographs of themselves, the main 
draw of joining is visibility as a 
Suicide Girl—the prestige of belong- 
ing to what has become a lifestyle 
brand. More compelling, however, 
are connections. The site allows mod- 
els to advertise their own creative and 
entrepreneurial projects—for free—to 
every member who visits the site or 
reads the girls’ journals. 

While the site’s claimed absence of 
exploitation and its run-by-and-for 
girls attitude may make it a more 
desirable place than some for women 
to celebrate the beauty of their nude 
bods, it’s the site’s online community 
that seems to give Suicide Girls the 
credibility and popularity that has 
kept more people talking about it— 
and going back to it—for the three 
years since its arrival. 

Whether this level self-expression 
gives Suicide Girls any sort of mean- 
ingful edge over other mainstream 
softcore erotica websites, however, is 
another question.

THE REVENGE OF THE NERDS 
used to be a fantasy underdog situ- 
ation, but the geek-chic aesthetic 
has long become a part of the 
mainstream—you, the hipster in 
the trucker cap, I’m talking to you. 

There are still people who will 
try to beat up skinny weird guys 
who run like girls and aren't into 
normal stuff, like being one step 
behind the times. They'll go toa 
movie like Napoleon Dynamite just 
to laugh at the freaks. 

Suckers. 

This high school misfit movie 
features far less cruelty than, say, 
Todd Solondz’s Welcome to the 
Dollhouse, and, in the end, merely 
mocking the nerds just makes you 
look like an ass because, in this 
movie, cool is a meritocracy. Sweet 
revenge, indeed. 

Napoleon Dynamite (Jon Heder) 
is the inappropriately grandiose 
name of the skinny, geeky main 
character—a high school boy-man 
with a sleepy, hamster-like expres- 
sion. You don’t know it yet, but he 
wields a hidden power that only 
reveals itself at the end of an hour 
and a half of deadpan meandering 
delivered by a brilliant cast of 
actors who act like non-actors. 

Young Napoleon’s story is based 
loosely on director/ co-writer Jared 
Hess’s upbringing in semi-rural 
Idaho. Napoleon Dynamite is your 
typical friendless weirdo who gets 
a regular beating from the beefy 
jocks, yet he’s always ready witha 
snappy comeback: “Frickin’ 





Neseon Dynamite i is ‘ct that: an BS Eh.

and though Broken Wings (Knafayim 
Shvurot) is tough, it’s neither

Israeli director Nir Bergman’s sensi- 
tivity to the rhythms and complexi- 
ties of family life. None of the 
Ulmans has a fully functioning 
receiver, but each of them is sending 
out a distress signal—“I’m here 
Unable to accept the world’s offers 
of help, they’re trying to find each 
other in the dark, attempting to 
mend a tear blindfolded. Bergman, 
screenwriter as well as director, ren- 
ders that battle with a patient peel- 
ing of onion-skin layers, choosing 
humanity over hyperbole 

The family’s despair is leavened 
also by their remaining collective 
sense of humour. The wiseacre 
thing is hard to pull off without 
phoniness. (We've endured far too 
many nine-year-old kids packing a 
stand-up comic’s stash of one-line 
zingers.) Here it’s handled lightly— 
or so it seems to someone who 
doesn’t speak Hebrew—a lingering 
echo of a bright, tight-knit family’s 
former life. 

Orly Silbersatz Banai’s Darfa is 
neither glamourpuss nor frump, 
and while she’s not incompetent, 
she doesn’t come to terms with her 
situation by being a supermom 
either. Banai is great at capturing 
that kind of delicate, truthful bal- 
ance. When she falters at a video-

When Cliff and Gloria are invited 
to stay with Reverend Alex St. John 
(Ronald Ulrich)—who dresses and 
acts like a vaudeville magician— 
they‘re served dinner by, oh-oh, a trio 
of attractive young women. To 
escape, Cliff and Gloria must over- 
come hypnotism, knife attacks, and 
an entire town in the grip of a cult.

GORE BUZZER 

Although Cannibal Girls is a pretty 
rough ride, it’s not nearly as raw as 
Donald R. Passmore and Claude 
Vetter’s Corpse Eaters, from '74, which 
is probably the goriest and least tech- 
nically proficient Canadian movie 
ever. 

The severely under-lit, narratively 
incomprehensible, and primitively 
directed syrup-soaked piece of trash is 
so bad it’s sweet. It unleashes a horde, 
or more correctly a handful, of zom- 
bies on four “kids” who appear closer 
to 40 than 20.

DURING A PHONE CONVERSA- 
tion with underground country- 
sweetheart Carolyn Mark, she takes 
her glass of red wine out to the 
porch so as not to disturb the girls 
who are over for a little grape and 
gossip. Maybe this porch party and 
song titles like “2 Days Smug and 
Sober,” and an album entitled Party 
Girl, suggest living near Mark 
would be like living down the 
street from one of those houses 
where washing machine parts lie 
like art-nouveau in the yard, the 
trucks that never met a muffler roar 
up and down the street to the all- 
night beer store. Well, think again. 
With her self-deprecating humour 
and thrift store savoir-faire, Ms. 
Mark is elegant and timeless, not 
ignorant and trashy. 

For instance, on her recent 
release, The Pros and Cons of 
Collaboration, she had the great taste 
to cover Junior Gone Wild’s “Slept 
All Afternoon,” a song many sur- 
vivors of the 1980s Can-rock renais- 
sance will recall as the soundtrack 
they woke up to after doing just 
that. 

In her liner notes, Mark credits 
the song with wrecking her 
life. “It’s my 
favourite 
song. When 
[heard it, 
that’s what | 
wanted to do: write 
songs. Then | became friends 
with [the songwriter,] Mike 
McDonald,” Mark says, sip- 
ping her Bacchanal delight, and 
adds they nailed the song in two 
takes. 

As a result of her infatuation 
with Junior Gone Wild, Mark 
ended up with a part in their 
“Where The Hell Are You?” video, 
alongside another bit player—TV 
producer Joel Stewart. Thus Mark 
began a friendship 
and journey that 
would lead her to 
a segment on 
Stewart's current 
Undiscovered Country 
TV series. 

Mark reflects,“Joel has this 
power to put people he likes on TV. 
He wanted it to be me, alone and 
natural, and I’m thinking it has to 
be you and me talking on the 
couch, or I'll look like I'm taking 
everything I do seriously, and it 
will make me look like an asshole.” 

While McDonald was a posi- 
tive inspiration, Mark’s 
encounter with Nick 
Lowe at the 2002 
Calgary Folk Music 
Festival inspired her 
in the other 
direction, 



















which led to the “The Wine Song” 
(“I could never love a man who 
drinks white wine,” she sings). “Me 
and my friend were stalking him 
through the veil of Fairport 
Convention and through the beard 
of Robyn Hitchcock, and we saw 
he was drinking white wine and it 
was like, ‘Oh.’ But [a friend] and I 
have this theory that you have to 
own real estate to drink white 
wine.”

WHILE MOST PEOPLE BARELY 
adhere to the maxim of going the 
extra mile to do what they love, 
Clann Zu vocalist Declan de Barra 
goes half-way across the world to 
do his thing. The distance between 
Melbourne, Australia and Dublin 
works out to something in the 
neighborhood of really, really far, 
and while some bands break up 
because the drummer can’t get a 
ride to practice, Clann Zu are able 
to maintain a prolific musical rela- 





tionship on opposite sides of the 
Commonwealth. Formed in 
Melbourne sometime around 1999, 
the band relocated to Dublin for 
two years. After their critically 
acclaimed debut, Rua, became an 
underground hit, the three Aussie 
members decided to go back down 
under, while Declan de Barra 
stayed behind in his native Ireland. 
That kind of separation might be 
enough to dissuade some indepen- 
dent musicians but, in Clann Zu’s 
case, they'd probably need to be on 
separate planets before they would 
ever consider throwing in the 
towel. 

“It is difficult, but not impossi- 
ble,” says de Barra in the wee hours 


from his home in Dublin. “We are 
used to having things tough. We 
are a very strange band anyway, 
with a very strange internal dynam- 
ic made up of five very different 
individuals.” 

Albeit five individuals with one 
overriding common interest: to 
make music together no matter 
what. But as de Barra explains, the 
obstacles lay not in playing togeth- 
er or touring, but finding their col- 
lective creative force when they’re 
together. 

“Where it is hardest is in the 
writing,” explains de Barra. “Not in 
terms of time, as we are very prolif- 
ic writers, but in terms of knowing 
where everybody is musically. 


When we were on the same conti- 
nent, you would see everybody 
once a week, you knew where they 
were, so the progression of change 
and adaptation was very gradual. 
When you meet up after four-five 
months it is quite a shock, and peo- 
ple have moved position and pro- 
gressed in their musicality. 
Sometimes getting on the same 
page can be a process of attrition 
and investigation. Eventually we 
get a musical dialogue and lan- 
guage sorted, and we are off. On 
the plus side, it makes it very excit- 
ing and fresh because you have to 
think on your toes.” 

The progression can be heard on

Clann Zu’s newest offering, Black 
Coats and Bandages. While Rua was 
a densely layered composition of 
orchestration and multi-layered 
instrumentation, the group found 
interpreting it in a live setting diffi- 
cult and somewhat misrepresenta- 
tive. The record took over a year to 
record: Pro Tools software gave 
them an unlimited amount of cre- 
ative freedom. The down side: that 
method doesn’t always translate 
when you're playing an hour-long 
live set in some bar. Hence, Black 
Coats is a more stripped down 
affair with heightened focus on the 
bare essentials, although it does so 
without forsaking the atmospheric 
texture of “Rua.” 

“The decision was a conscious 
one for a number of reasons,” 
explains de Barra about the switch 
in recording styles. “Primarily it 
was for honesty. We wanted an 
honest representation of the band 
and a recording as close to the live

broad strokes about issues of socia| 
inequality and global injustice, tl 
delivery somehow feels intensel, 
personal. However, some songs 
may not be as easily interpretable 
de Barra sometimes sings in his 
native Irish tongue, Gaeilge. 

“I choose to sing some songs in 
Irish because it is my language,’ 
says de Barra matter-of-factly. 

“It's very beautiful to sing in, 
with a very rich descriptive palett: 
compared to English. I don’t neces 
sarily think it is a more personal 
way to sing, but it is definitely clos- 
er to the listener. The process of 
separation is gone on this album 
There is no layering of instruments 
or vocals on this record at all; it is 
all very sparse and close to the 
bone, and there is nothing to hid« 
behind. It is a lean record that is 
very intense, and | think that can 
lead to a more personal feel when 
listening.”

Okay, how’s this for a starter: local 
duo Whitey Houston out-rock leg- 
endary ’60s icons the MC5? A bit on the 
hyperbolic side, you think? Two 
unsigned, unsung Alberta guys upstag- 
ing the reunion of the surviving mem- 
bers (and their all-star guests) of one of 
the most ferocious and groundbreaking 
groups of the seminal cesspool that was 
Vietnam-era Detroit (the same primor- 
dial ooze from which the Stooges and 
the Nuge, among others, also crawled?) 
Hmmm. Sort of... Let's putit this way: 
every minute Whitey Houston were on 
stage counted as time-served free of 
Evan Dando, the paper-thinned voice 
and charisma-free ‘90s alt-rock pinup 
tapped to serve as one-of-two replace- 
ments for late MC5 vocalist Rob Tyner. 

What? Yeah, you're right, that’s not 
really a fair summation of the talents of

performance by surviving members of 
the MC5—hbassist Michael Davis, lead 
guitarist Wayne Kramer, and drummer 
Dennis Thompson (DKT, geddit?), 
along with blazing second-guest vocal- 
ist Mark Arm of Mudhoney and gui- 
tarist Marshall Crenshaw (subbing in 
for the equally dead Fred “Sonic” 
Smith)—managed to transcend those 
flaws and rock the motherfuckin’ 
house. Locals Whitey Houston provid- 
eda solid front-to-back set in the sup- 
porting slot. 
Better? Mmmmun... 

Well, hell, it was worth it for four Five 
songs alone, such as when Arm (who 
really did steal the show with his Evan- 
less essence) jumped into, and pretty 
much mauled the crowd during the 
super-sexed electric blues frenzy of “1 
Want You.” Or when Kramer orches- 
trated a three-part crowd sing-a-long 
during “Rocket Reducer No.62 (Rama 
Lama Fa Fa Fa).” Or Arm, Crenshaw, 
and Thompson admirably saving the 
proto-heavy metal boogie of the High 
Times’ favourite “Sister Anne” after a 
technical problem knocked out Kramer 
and Davis’ sound (the two of whom 
were equally entertaining as an 
impromptu tambourine section—even 
though Davis frighteningly resembled 
John Kerry ona really bad bender). Or 
when Arm, again, conveyed a fairly con- 
vincing call-to-arms on “American 
Ruse.” 

Oh, and then there was “Starship,” 
one of the songs that I had most been 
looking forward to—I could never real- 
ly form a mental picture of what the 
scene of the hippie freakout might have 
looked / felt like in the Grande Ballroom 
when the song was recorded live for 
Kick Out The Jams. What would that 
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have been like, what with Tyner war- 
bling about “fleeing the solar system’” 
over the freejazz feedback and all? 

And... there I was, sorta half closing 
my eyes and pretending | was in heav- 
en, that that Arm was Tyner. But, I 
kind-of-sorta didn’t want to have to pre-

With Whitey Houston at least, I 
didn’t have to—their purnmeling, low- 
end rumble of a performance never had 
me wishing I were elsewhere or pre- 
tending I was bom in a more creatively 
fertile time. Their surly swagger didn’t 
invoke nostalgia for an era in which I 
wasn’t even alive; they rocked solid and 
steady, unaffected by umreasonable 
expectations. In the words of the Five 
themselves, they were the 
“Future/Now.” 

Still, by the end of the eve, that real- 
ization didn’t stop yours truly from lib- 
erating an MCS set list from exit stage 
left—much to the chagrin of a fan with 
a similar plan and whom, judging by 
her age, was encumbered by an exis- 
tential crisis precipitated by a false and 
rootless nostalgia. 

Shit, I told you this was a tough one 
to figure out. .

SUPA OLD SKOOL 


On the Classical Music Tip 


A PERFORMER’S LIFE IN CLASSICAL 
music is not an easy thing. Most stu- 
dents that enroll in conservatories and 
Universities around the world will not be 
able to make a living performing the 
music they love so much. It will take a lot 
of hard work and a true love for the 
music to keep you going. These two 
qualities describe the energetic, enter- 
prising, and enthusiastic Ronda 
Metszies, single mother of two and cel- 
list with the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra and Alberta Baroque . 
Ensemble. Even though her mother was 
a violinist with the ESO, and she'd always 
loved the lower register of the cello from 
an early age, it wasn't until much later 
that she became serious about it. 

“It was after my first year of universi- 
ty,” remembers Metszies. “! loved writing 
and literature as well. My mom and | 
talked about just going and giving it 
everything. I've loved it ever since.” 

While getting her education, however, 
she discovered that it wouldn't be easy to 
making a living as a cellist. “In University, 
they rarely teach you how to market 
yourself and find gigs. Freelance success 
is all word of mouth. And, when you free- 
lance, you're your own company, so 
there areal the things that come into 
that. You're really busy or you're really 
worried. If your daytimer is empty, try 
filling it up with recitals, although orga- 
nizing your own show is a lot of hard 
work. It’s like organizing a wedding.” 





For years, Metszies filled her schedule 
with many chamber and solo perfor- 
mances and a couple of recordings for 
the Arktos label. She's also taught for 
many years, but that’s something she 
may have to leave behind because this 
past January she joined the ESO full- 
time. “| was in the very right space at the 
right time, as it was the first full-time 
opening that they've had for a cellist in 
thirteen years,” continues Metszies. “It 
feels wonderful. I’m ecstatic. | love the 
section that | play with. The group is 
dynamic and hard working. We just say, 
‘Let’s go and have a good time.’ 
Sometimes in the journey | had lost sight 
of that. | now love the feeling of taking 
music for a spin.” 

But taking masterpieces for a spin 
isn't easy work. “If there’s an intense 
master series concert, there'll be four or 
five rehearsals as a group, plus there’s 
practicing at home. Different series need 
less time. For me, with new repertoire, 
it’s getting around the piece. You have to 
make sure that you know how to perform 
it and get it down before rehearsal. 
Before children, | would practice four to 
six hours each day. | used to set up solo 
recitals if | had nothing on the go. These 
days, | have to move rehearsal time in an 
out.” 

Though her career may seem impos- 
sible as the single mother of two young 
children (ages seven and thee), she 
insists that it’s not as chaotic as it may

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seem. “The hours at the Winspear— 
compared to a nine-to-five job—aren't 
really that different,” explains Metszies. 
“For evening performances | always 
make sure that | have proper child care in 
place and, because rehearsal hours are 
during the day, there is plenty of time to 
see them in the evening after school and 
daycare and on weekends. They have a 
sense of how busy you are, but it isn’t 
ike some stories I've heard where the 
kids burst into tears every time they see 
their parents in formal wear.” 

After finding success in both the free- 
ance and unionized musician worlds, 
what advice would Metszies have for 
young students? “| think one thing that 
competitive students can learn is that if 
they look over their shoulder continuous- 
y, they have to let that go. Every instru- 
mentalist has their own voice, and you 
have to find your own, learn it, and 
expand it. A high mark in a competition 
has nothing to do with music making 
and the love of music.” Finally she adds, 
“Put aside the anxiety because fear in 
music is a bad thing. To do this is hard, 
but you have to learn through something 
other than fear. Enjoy the journey.”

“We're trying to stay levelheaded 
We've always, from the very begin- 
ning, tried to give our all, be it for 
three people or for a thousand,” 
explains Miller. “We've always had 
the same dreams as any other band,’ 
he continues, “and now that we're 
getting a little closer, what's really 
important to us is making the music 
that we want to make.” 

Having identified music as their 
top priority, their success has not 
destroyed their ability to be music 
fans. It seems much of the band’s 
excitement about performing at 
Stage 13 derives from the perfor- 
mances they will see there, rather 
than their own presence on the bill. 

Miller is enthusiastic: “We feel 
really lucky to get a chance to play 
such a great venue, especially with 
such great Albertan bands. We've 
always loved Social Code, Tupelo 
Honey, and bands like that. That's 
almost more of a thrill and honour 
than some of the Vince Neils.”

‘ maintain beautiful clear 
iskies for Martin when he plays 
Sherwood Park’s Festival Place 
e on July 13 as part of his first 
ian tour. Rated the third great- 
De! cuitarist in the world by Guitar 
Player magazine, Martin will show- 
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case his own particular brand of fla- 
menco guitar, which has been rooted 
in the Spanish consciousness for over 
300 years. 

“What attracts me to flamenco, is 
something to do with your soul, your 
makeup, what stirs you,” explains 
Martin. “The beautiful sounds, har- 
monies and chords, they do some- 
thing for me. It reflects t etry and 
the emotions of life. The ery sad 
pieces and also very festive pieces. 
Spain is a country that has had a lot of 
poverty and hardship. While blues 
came out of oppression and hardship, 
flamenco also comes from the oppres- 
sion of poor people and gypsies in the 
south of Spain. 

“T once did a gig at the Montreux 
Jazz Festival with Miles Davis, and he 
said to me, ‘Spain has a pile of soul!’ 
guess it has inspired a lot of people. 

These days when Martin isn’t tour- 
ing or recording new music, com- 
posing for the musical-theatre version 
of Zorro, expected to premiere in 
London and around the world later 
this year. 

‘It’s really interesting and quite a 
challenge to score fora play,” says 
Martin. “There's a sense of adventure, 
and at times it is quite humourous. I 
have to fit in all the song points with 
what is happening and convey the 
emotions: It is very disciplined work. 
Once it happens—I can retire to my 
swimming pool and wait for royalty 
cheques to come!” he laughs.

THE CONFUSING THING ABOUT ‘PER- 


fection’ is that we all perceive things a lit- 
tle differently: crooked teeth are sexier 
than straight teeth, one could easily 
argue. 

What we do have in common, howev- 
er, are ideals. Most of us understand that 
it's good to be good. Many of us who 
care about art understand that a “good” 
work of art can be very raw and unpol- 
ished, as with our gut reaction to the Sex 
Pistols 

The music of Badly Drawn Boy (aka 
Damon Gough), however, eschews a 
punk esthetic and strives for an ideal— 
and the result is, well, pretty fucking per- 
fect. 

Even if all you do is listen to the title 
track over and over again for an hour, you 
will understand. All of the gorgeous sad- 
ness you need to make you love your 
most badly drawn imperfect self—and 
this busted world through which it trav- 
els—is here in this song, and that is the 
string you follow throughout the whole of 
this (his fourth) record 

The John Lennon-style ballad begins 
with nothing but an acoustic guitar and 
Gough’s voice singing “as the past meets 
the future/it gets clearer/that it all boils 
down to love,” at which point the orches- 
tration kicks in, complete with piano, 
cello, violin, drums and chimes—chimes! 
And after explaining that it all boils down 
to love, Gough adds “and peace/give me 
some peace” after which the trumpet 
comes in. Maybe it’s okay that you strug~ 
gle for an ideal that you may never attain. 
But what do you do? Die? Not while 
you're alive, Gough seems to assert. 

As much as this record is about love, 
it’s also about loss. He dedicates it to a 
friend of his who died last year, William 
H. Gough (his father? The liner notes 
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indicate so), to Joe Strummer, and to 
Elliot Smith. And there is also a con- 
sciousness running through these songs 
(from the strange and lovely 
“Summertime in Wintertime” to the lucky 
handclaps of “Four Leaf Clover”) that 
address the shitty, shitty war. 

Like Bruce Springsteen’s Nebraska or 
The River, it’s all there, in-between the

LIKE A GORY ACTION FLICK OR A VIO- 
lent video game, Ill Bill is the type of face 
that Joseph Lieberman taps a projector 
screen for. He’s a rapper whose produc- 
tion—directed by shock-rap luminary 
Necro, who, on this album, redefines the 
genre with the term “lyrical sarcopha- 
gus”—paints pictures in Technicolor 
boom-bap but reveals lyrics written in 
crimson letters.

But what do you give me? Derivative and 
boring rock riffing with the occasional, 
reluctantly jittery power-pop song, Guys, 
you're not fooling anyone—l've seen 
your ugly mugs in the liner notes. You're 
dyed-in-the-wool dorks. Don't hide it. 
Celebrate it. Cultivate it. Don’t give me 
boring rock-jock choruses like, “I don't 
want to listen/to your ass tonight/got a 
fifth and I’m doing alright.” 

For starters, throw away your over- 
sized ROCK & ROLL and JACK DANIELS 
belt buckles.

While you're at it, never mind the 
opening instrumental track, “Night Of My 
Death.” Sure, its gentle use of horns and

Fourteen white-hot musicians churning 
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out endless rhythm jams locked in wit};

Flanked by 
inexhaustible percussionists, frontman 
Amayo alternates aerobics and polemics 
invoking the spirits of justice and com- 
munity in English, Spanish and Yorub:

Capturing that kind of visceral thril\ fo; 
later enjoyment is beyond the powers o/ , 
small plastic disc, but Antibalas’ compe 
sate with inventive arrangements and toy 
notch playing right across the board 
Even on digital, they cook at a rolling boi 
and never seem to want for ideas tha 
take the groove further, as their two 
albums for Ninja Tune attest. 

Who is This America? is basically 
more of the same, which is a great thing 
in the case of songs like “Elephant,” “Pay 
Back Africa” and the title track, all marvels 
of strutting momentum. At times 
Amayo’s tuneful rambling wears thin, as 
on the interminable “Sister,” which is fur 
ther undermined by curiously lacklustre 
backing vocals.

WITH THE PASSING OF JOHNNY CASH 
last year, the current state of country 
music may look pretty bleak, as any 
glimpse into commercial country radio 
can attest to.

Overall this album is a fitting intro for 
those previously unaware of Ms. Richey.

Of ten songs, one 
cut (albeit impressive) was released a 
year ago (“Me And Giuliani Down By The 
School Yard (A True Story)”), one is an 
instrumental repetition of a song on this 
disc, and two cuts are really pointless 
instrumental interludes. The math? Six 
actual songs. Step Two: Let the two really 
good songs stand as A and B sides of the 
album’s single: “Pardon My Freedom” is 
arguably one of the best songs of the 
year, with its Venetian blind guitar riff, 
undulating bass line, and addictive, ultra- 
profane chorus (“Like'l give a fuck/ Like | 
Qive a shit about that fuck”); the second 
side, “Shit Scheisse Merde Pt. 2,” is sub- 
terranean, lo-fi, gutter funk shaped with 
remarkable restraint and subtlety. Step 
Three: Make sure the remaining songs 
manifest no apparent effort. While “Shit 
Scheisse Merde Pt 1” has some cute 
political commentary (“What did George 
Bush say when he met Tony Blair?/ You 
act like you care, and I'll act like | care, 
and we'll both stay rich”), the grooves 
that permeate the dregs of this full-length 
are not captivating. Step Four: Spill all of 
your ideas into the oldest song on the 
album, to prove your group is a one-trick 
pony. Ironically, there just ain't much 
excitement here: yuck-yuck-yuck!!!.

techniques that your average veter- 
an club DJ or turntablist take for 
granted, like beat mixing or read- 
ing a crowd. 

Although the academy has only 
been around for a little over a 
month, response has been quite 
positive. “Right now we're averag- 
ing about eight calls a day, just off 
the telephone, and we just finished 
a deal with YMCA” explains 
Cornelius. “Basically, they have a 
camp program called Extreme 
Youth, where they do rock climb- 
ing, go bike riding, and [focus on] 
other youth-oriented activities. 
And now they’ve added the DJ 
Academy as a part of it.” 

Though the bulk of their clientele 
is aged 16 to 19, Cornelius says the 
course is for everybody, not just 
kids. “It’s a good class to take if 
you've ever been curious about the 
history, or [about] certain tech- 
niques. Plus, if parents are worried 
that this may be another fad for 
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their kids, [parents can] send them 
here to see if they’re serious.” 

Now you’re probably wonder- 
ing, what credentials Cornelius 
does have that he can assume the 
role of teacher? Well, for starters, in 
the 10 years Cornelius has been on 
the decks, he has opened for 
Coolio, DJ Kemo (The Rascalz), and 
recently for dancehall hit-maker 
Elephant Man. Cornelius was 
instrumental in the establishment 
of Stollies Lounge on Whyte, and 
he currently spins at Rum at West 
Edmonton Mall on Thursday 
nights with the Urban Substance 
Soundcrew. 

And while Cornelius isn’t 
promising to make you the next 
DMC Champion, he offers this: 
“I'm hoping that the Academy will 
create more of a buzz for it. We 
want to expose more kids to turnta- 
bles and create more of a demand 
for DJing.” Though confident of the 
benefits of the Academy, Cornelius 
still offers a caveat so as to not mis- 
guide students: “We'll get you 
through the door and get you to the 
first step. What you see at the ; 
DMCs comes from being creative 
and disciplining yourself. We're 
here to teach the fundamentals that 
will help you get there.”

HOW ABOUT WE JUST CANCEL 
Canada Day—or Brand Loyalty Day, 
as I'm coming to think of it—next 
year? After the worst voter turn-out 
in Canadian history, it’s just too dis- 
couraging to walk down the street 
and have to contest with the jarheads 
who come out of the woodwork to 
whoop out the windows of their loud 
ars, pick fights, and smash glass on 
Whyte Ave. Year after year, you 

bring me closer to thinking that 
Canadian is a less-than-flattering way 
to self-identify. 

So perhaps, this time next year, 
let’s be Lebanese instead. Let’s go to 
Parkallen Restaurant and eat some 
really good Lebanese food, listen to 
really grating Lebanese dance music, 
ind commune with our Lebanese 
frends who appreciate what a great 
country Canada is. Tums out, 

Canada Day is a good day to do this, 
because there aren’t very many peo- 
ple in the restaurant. 

Parkallen is probably known to 
many for their pizza and certainly 
offer one of the better pies to be had 
in their neck of the woods. They also 
have a famous wine cellar, featuring 
rare vintages that go for close to 
$10,000 a bottle. But their Lebanese 
specialties are a real draw unto them- 
selves, and probably a revelation for 
anyone who thinks the standard- 
issue Edmonton donair is a good 
indication of what Lebanese cuisine is 
all about. 

Not to dis the Edmonton donair— 
\'ve extolled its virtues in this very 
space countless times—but there are 
latively few places in town to get 
good Middle Eastern eats compared 
to Toronto, Montreal or Ottawa, 
where you can barely make it down 
the street without having to stop in 
somewhere for a cheap felafel, a fresh 
made fatayer or of the heavily hon- 
eyed confections served for dessert. 

The Parkallen is solid in this 








respect. They don’t serve everything 
with fries, for one, and they offer a 
variety of dishes for the Lebanese- 
curious and out-of-the-closet 
Lebanese enthusiast. After much con- 
sideration, my dining companion and 
I settled on a few things to share: the 
Fatoush salad ($9), the shiesh tawook 
($16), and the kebi bil sanieh. A cou- 
ple of cold beers never hurt anyone 
either. 

Fatoush salad depends on fresh 
ingredients, since it’s conception is 
pretty simple: well-ripped Romaine 
lettuce mixed with diced tomatoes, 
cucumbers and peppers, sliced 
radishes, minced parsley, green 
onions and mint, and pita chips, all 
tossed with lemon juice, olive oil and 
plenty of garlic. Parkallen’s was 
darned refreshing and crunchy, with 
just the right amount of sourness to 
offset the chlorophyll, but most of the 
crunch came from the veggies, as the 
pita chips were a little soggy. 

Kebi is, so we're told, Lebanon’s 
national dish and consists of beef or 
lamb kneaded with bulgur and 
spices, which is by all accounts quite 
labour intensive. The “bil sanieh” 
part lets you know it’s been layered 
and baked, to be served with yogurt 
sauce. My co-diner thought it tasted 
like meatloaf, but I quite liked the 
simple flavour and the moist cum- 
bliness of it. The dish came with 
heaps of shredded marinated carrots 
and red cabbage, a fine complement 
to the meaty main and creamy dress- 
ing. No pita was offered. 

The shiesh tawook was the hands- 
down winner—there were four 
kabobs of grilled marinated chicken, 
a skewer of grilled vegetables (toma- 
to, peppers, mushrooms, vidalia 
onion) and some pita, along with an 
intensely garlicky whipped sub- 
stance that may or may not be called 
toum, and some marinated shredded 
stuff on the side. The chicken was 

isely grilled and well seasoned 
itself, but that garlic sauce gave ita 
nice kick. 

The best part is that all of the dish- 


es went so well together, forming a 
quite satisfying meal for two, with- 
out either of us feeling too stuffed 
afterwards. Wind is a different issue 
Still requiring that one little morsel 
to send us all the way to satiety, we 
split an order of baklava ($4) and had 
reggler ol’ Canadian-type coffee. The 
serving wasn’t overwhelmingly 
huge, but the flavour was miles

deep—in with the honey, ground pis 
tachios and buttery layers of phyllo, 
there was a touch of rose blossom 
water that gave the dessert a slightly 
tannic aftertaste | liked a lot, like a 
good cup of tea 

Of course, it’s not all kebi and 
Fatoush being Lebanese. The country 
is still recovering from the deep 
wounds of civil war and the ongoing, 
tension in that part of the world, but 
they've been making impressive 
comebacks from adversity since the 
5th Century BC. It gives me hope that 
we'll recover the dignity inherent in 
being Canadian from the yahoos 
whose boisterous patriotism comes in 


six packs.

Fri, 8:30 pm: Shivers, The residents of Starliner 
Island enjoy a luxurious and opulent lifestyle 
incorporating the best in country living with the 
services of the nearby city until something goes 
horribly wrong. A strange disease begins to 
infect the residents causing violent outbreaks of 
uncontrollable violence combined with unusual 
sexual behaviour.

Sat, 7 pm: The Triplets of Belleville. \n this ani- 
mated French film, a boy named Champion 
trains relentlessly for the Tour de France, with 
the help of his loyal grandmother and over- 
weight dog, Bruno. When the big race comes, 
Champion and a few of his fellow racers are kid- 
napped by some box-shouldered thugs who 
spirit them off to Belleville (a surreal impression 
of 1930s-1950s Manhattan) where they are 


forced to pedal as part of a clandestine gam- 
bling operation. A great throwback to the time 
before animation became dominated by CG! 
effects, The Triplets of Belleville is a very 
strange, very loving French salute to obsession, 
affection, and persistence. 

Sat, 8:30 pm: Breaking Away. Breaking Away is 
a winning coming-of-age story with unusually 
well drawn characters, smart social commen- 
tary, and a terrific ensemble of fresh-faced 
actors soon to be famous. Raised together in 
the working-class quarry town, four boys in 
Bloomington, Indiana consider themselves 
Cutters, proud of their father’s heritage as lime- 
stone workers in the once prosperous factory 
town, But there is no future for the boys as 
Cutters, and not one of them has plans for col- 
lege. Luckily, avid cyclist Dave knows exactly 
what he wants. He aspires to be one of the 
world’s best bicyclists. There's only one obsta- 
cle: The leading racers are Italian, and Dave is 
not. A romantic dreamer, he races around his 
hometown, singing opera, speaking in an Italian 
accent, and stumping his parents with his new- 
fangled Italian ways. 

Sun, 7 pm: Cannibal Girls. A seminal work in the 
history of Hoser Horror, this, Reitman’s second 
feature film, predates David Cronenberg's first, 
Shivers, by two years.

Okay, what are the odds of getting a let- 
ter into the column? Not good, CAN. | get, 
on average, 8,000 pieces of e-mail every 
week—and that’s after spam. (A note on 
spam: Most people can safely delete e- 
mail with subject lines like “small dick,” 
“anal to mouth action,” or “lesbian animal 
sex.” Not me. | have to open those e-mails 
because they could be legit Savage Love 
questions that touch on those distressing 
topics.)
